Election ot the High ichool facul- 
ty proroUee to follow close on the 
heels ot the election of a superin- 
tendent according to report, and the 
next meeting of the school board, it 
Is said the election will take place. 

Tne choice of a principal of the 
High school, Is second In Interest only 
|to that of superintendent, since Prof. 
Oeorge Payne, like Superintendent 
Lleb, declines to serve another year. 
Several vacancies In the faculty also 
will have to be filled, on account of 
the Intention of teachers to leave Pa- 
ducah. There are four applicants for 
the prlnclpalshlp; Prof. C. H. 
Shrleves, science teacher, and Prof. 
W. H. Sugg, both of whom were ap- 
plicants for the position of superin- 
tendent; Prof. W. T. Johnson and 
Prof. C. A. Norvell, formerly princi- 
pal of tlie High school, and now as- 
sistant in English. It Is understood 
that Prof. Norvell will he the choice 
for principal, but that the others will 
retain their present positions. If 
they desire. Prof. Norvell Is a grad- 
uate of Cape Oirardeau Normal Col- 
lege. 

Lower grade teachers probably 
will not be elected until later. 

It Is also reported that the com- 
mittee on rules Is engaged In mak- 
ing some changes of Importance. 
Trustee Peter Beckenbach announced 
some time ago that a closo revision 
would be made. 

It Is possible a change will be 
made In rule 33, governing the qual- 
incatlons Jor principal of the High 
school. The rule reads; 

"The principal of the High school 
shall be a graduate of a reputable 
university or of a college In good 
standing with the College Union." 



Has a band ot safe blowers, bu.rg- 
lars and thieves swooped down on

This question is bothering the po- 
lice, and every patrolman in the city 
is o« the alert for prowler*. Not a 
saloon, grocery or businese house of 
any deecdpAiion in the city is |iasse<l 
at niigbt without a thorough inveeti- 
gatlon by the patrolmen. Chief Col- 
line, alarmed by Hhe repeated burg- 
laries and recent battle between safe 
blowers and patrolmen, has Issued or- 
ders for patrolmen to exercise jierUc- 
ular oautlon, and to investigate every 
mispioious cheiiactw. 

Tbte morning at 2 o'clock two 
white men were caught in the act of 
breaking into James Ward's saloon 
at Eleventh and Caldwell streets, and 
after a chaee by Patrolmen Sandeni 
and Clark, of the depot beat, they es- 
caiied. The iiatrolmen were oomlog 
Into Caldwell street from Eleventh 
street and saw two ahadows at the 
front door. They started fiorward 
and t'he shadows moved rapidly away. 
Two white men were seen, one of 
them hat less. A large gate In the 

rear leading Into an alley had been 
conveniently left open ood diving into 
the receeaes of the alley, the fugitlvee 
sjammed the gate shut on the fust 
coming patrolmen. A thorough 
seaircb failed to discevor the men. 

Must B<* Professional. 

Charlee Kellock, the safe blower 
who engaged with a companion In a 
pistol duel with Patrolmen Wood and 
Orr Monday morning after blowing 
the Denker safe at Eighth and Harris 
etreete. Is thought to be a profee- 
slonaL He shows by every move that 
he i» one of experience. He will sao’ 
nothing, For fear that hie "pals” 
will try to got him out. Jailer Baker 
has taken precautions and will be 
preiiurod for atiy attempt to Hbera-te 
KeJlock. 

"Men of such tdiaracters are des- 
perate enough bo kill a jailer to res- 
cue a 'pal,' " Chief Collins declared. 
"When we arreeled thOi>e two eastern 
safe blowers and put them .in EMdy- 
vJlIe Jail eeverail years ago for safe- 
keeping, ‘pans’ entered, bound the 
jailer, and escaped with the prison- 
ers.” 

Chief Oolllna Is trying to secure 
some trace as to Kellock’s record. He 
ie sure be has a man who is wanted 
elfewhere. 

Not Known In .Meni|»hls. 

Memphis, March 13. — The local po 
lice department is without any Infor- 
mation as to a man by the name of 
Kellock, but officers at the police 
station are of the opinion that the 
burglars surprised at their work in 
Paducah are very probably the same 
gang that operated In Memphis a 
short time ago. 

Burglars, who were evidently pro- 
fessionals, attempted to blow open 
the safe at Shethler £ Co.’s, on Front 
street, only a few weeks ago, but left 
before they had completed the job, 
evidently having been frightened 
away by a passing i^' ceman or night 
watchman. It was believe^’ here that 
there were three men In ^the gang, 
and they were known to have left 
the city Immediately after the at- 
tempt at the Sbolbler store.

San Juan, P. R., .March 13 . — ' 
Speaker Joseph O. Cannon, after a 
65 mile automobile trip over the mil- 
itary road, visited the executive coun- 
cil this afternoon and was given a 
warm welcome by (he de'egatea. Se- 
nor de Diego delivered cn address 
of welcome to tho speaker and the 
accompanying congressmen, who are 
on the way to the. isthmus to Inspect 
the Panama canal. He dwfelt on the 
benefits of self-government on the 
iBland'and hinted strongly that it was 
the duty of the United States to 
grant this without delay. 

In replying Mr. Cannon diplomatic- 
ally suggested that the Island waa 
not yet ready to administer Its own 
affairs. He referred to his visit here 
four years ago and said bo was 
pleased with the progress he observ- 
ed. In part he said; 

“All that government Is for is the 
protection of all the rltizeus of the 
government, whether they be strong 
and powerful or weak.* In the United 
States we call ourselves an Anglo- 
American population, while In Porto 
Rico you are ot Spanish descent. You 
pursue your best Interests under 
your changed condition, and we pur- 
sue our best interests under our 
changed conditions. IVe are being 
knitted together as by hooks of steel, 
and yoijr interests are our interests. 
Your misfortunes. If you have them, 
wilt be our misfortunes. If yon pros- 
per and we prosper, we prosper to- 
gether, but If you and we fall we fall 
together.
